Interested parties are hereby notified that an application has been received for a Department of the Army
permit in accordance with Section 10 of the Rivers and Harbors Act of March 3, 1899, and Section 404 of
the Clean Water Act for certain work described below and shown on the enclosed drawings.

LOCATION - Cape Disappointment State Park {CDSP), in Baker Bay off the Columbia River at the Pacific
Ocean; near llwaco, Pacific County, Washington.

WORK - The proposed work is to place fill into 0.39 acres of wetlands within CDSP. In Baker Bay: dredge
109 cubic yards of material with upland disposal, place 92 cubic yards of fill to replace a fish-cleaning station
in a smaller footprint and for bank stabilization around the base of the fish-cleaning station, and dredge one
cubic yard of material to place one cubic yard of rip rap north of the fish-cleaning station (see attached
drawings).

The project area is shown on Sheets 1 and 2. The existing conditions for the Isthmus area are shown on
Sheet 3. The applicant proposes to place 0.053 acres of fill into Wetland A to construct a new visitor's center
parking lot and a portion of the main entrance road to the CDSP; place 0.004 and 0.025 acres of fill into
Woetlands B and D for the main entrance road; place 0.106 acres of fill into Wetland E to realign a portion of
SR 100; place 0.027 acres of fill into Wetland G for a portion of the main entrance road; fill 0.0002 acres of
Wetland | for a portion of the visitor's center parking lot; place 0.033 acres of fill into Wetland L for a new
boat trailer/RV parking lot {Sheet 4). On Sheet 5, the applicant proposes to construct a new RV dump station
by filling 0.015% acres of Wetland RV. The sewage lagoon is non-jurisdictional.

The applicant also proposes to replace a fish cleaning station and to replace rip rap north of the existing boat
launch site. Sheet 6 shows the existing conditions and Sheet 7 depicts the proposed conditions. Sheets 8
through 10 show the proposed reconstruction of the fish-cleaning station with a fish-cutting platform placed
upon the station and the rip rap zone at the base of the new station. This proposed activity is being
sponsored by the Confluence Group and the artwork (which is the station and the platform)} is being designed
by Maya Lin. On Sheet 11, the applicant proposes to dredge and fill one cubic yard of material to facilitate
the placement of rip rap at the north end of the fish-cleaning station area. Less than one cubic yard would be
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placed to protect a proposed viewing platform, which would be constructed landward of the Mean High Water
{ine and not subject to DA jurisdiction. Sheets 12 and 13 show cross sections of the viewing platform area.

PURPOSE -~ The proposed wetland fill is to facilitate improvement of existing public facilities {roads, parking
lots and a recreational vehicle dump station} within CDSP, the rehabilitation of a fish-cutting platform, and

bank stabilization all to prepare for the Lewis & Clark Bicentennial Commemaoration.

ADDITIONAL INFOBMATION - The applicant has requested a five-year construction permit.

MITIGATION - Grading and filling activities associated with construction of the CDSP improvements would
impact 0.393 acres of wetlands and 0.004 acres of shoreline. To mitigate for impacts to waters of the United
States, onsite mitigation measures have been proposed (Sheets 14 through 16}. The applicant proposes to
mitigate for impacts to waters of the United States by relinquishing an existing permit that allows for fill into
0.592 acres of wetlands (Department of the Army Permit # 2001-4-00164 issued to RealVest Corporation and
Olympic Coast Mortgage and transferred to the State of Washington), preserve in perpetuity 6.4 acres, and to
enhance 25 acres of wetlands within CDSP by undertaking an invasive weed eradication program,

ENDANGERED SPECIES and ESSENTIAL FISH HABITAT - The Endangered Species Act (ESA) of 1973 requires
assessment of potential impacts to listed and proposed species. The Bureau of Land Management of the U.S.
Department of Interior {BLM), as the lead agency for ESA consultation, will consult with the NOAA/National
Marine Fisheries Service (NMFS) and the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service {USFWS]) as required under Section 7
of the ESA.,

ESA listed species under the USFWS jurisdiction that occur in the project area include: bald eagle {Haliacetus
leucocephalus) listed threatened; Columbia River bull trout {Salvelinus confluentus) listed threatened; and
mmarbled murrelet {Brachyramphus marmoratus) listed threatened.

ESA listed species under the jurisdiction of NMFS that may occur in the project area include Upper Columbia
spring Chinook (Oncorhiynchus tshawytscha) listed threatened; Chinook salmon (Oncorhynchus tshawytscha)
{Lower Columbia River, Snake River fall/spring/summer) listed threatened; chum salmon {Oncorhynchus keta)
{Lower Columbia River) listed threatened; sockeye salmon {Oncorhynchus nerka) (Lower Columbia River,
Middie Columbia River, Snake River) listed threatened; multiple steelhead (Oncorhynchus mykiss} (Lower
Columbia River, Middle Columbia River, Snake River) listed threatened, and Coho salmon (Oncerhynchus
kisutch) proposed for listing, in the state of Washington.

For marbled murrelet, Snake River spring/summer/fall Chinook salmon, Snake River sockeye salmon, Lower
Columbia River Chinocok, Upper Columbia River Chinook, Columbia River chum, Lower/Middle/Upper Columbia
River steelhead, Snake River steelhead, and Columbia River bull trout, critical habitat has been designated.

The Magnuson-Stevens Fishery Conservation and Management Act {MSA), as amended by the Sustainable
Fisheries Act of 1998, requires all Federal agencies to consult with the NMFS on all actions, or proposed
actions, permitted, funded, or undertaken by the agency, that may adversely affect Essential Fish Habitat
(EFH). EFH for Pacific salmon, Groundfish, Coastal Pelagic Species occur in the project area. The propased
action would impact approximately 0.004 acres of EFH for these species. The BLM, as the lead agency for
EFH consultation, will consult with the NMFS as required under the MSA.

CULTURAL RESQURCES - The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers - Portland District, as the lead agency for
determining compliance with Section 106 of the National Historic Preservation Act, will consult with the State
Historic Preservation Office as appropriate. This public notice initiates consultation under Section 106 of the
National Historic Preservation Act (36 CFR 800.4[al[3]), with any Tribe that has information or concerns with
historic properties in the proposed permit area.
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PUBLIC HEARING - Any person may request, in writing, within the comment period specified in this notice,
that a public hearing be held to consider this application. Requests for public hearings shall state, with
particularity, the reasons for holding a public hearing.

EVALUATION - The decision whether to issue a permit will be based on an evaluation of the probable impact,
including cumulative impacts of the proposed activity on the public interest. That decision will reflect the
national concern for both protection and utilization of important resources. The benefits which reasonably
may be expected to accrue from the proposal must ba balanced against its reasonably foreseeable detriments.
All factors which may be relevant to the proposal will be considered, including the cumulative effects thereof;
among those are conservation, economics, aesthetics, general environmental concerns, wetlands, historic
properties, fish and wildlife values, flood hazards, floodplain values, land use, navigation, shoreline erosion
and accretion, recreation, water supply and conservation, water quality, energy needs, safety, food and fiber
production, mineral needs, considerations of property ownership, and, in general, the needs and welfare of the
people.

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers (Corps) is soliciting comments from the public; Federal, Native American
Nations or tribal governments, State, and local agencies and officials; and other interested parties in order to
consider and evaluate the impacts of this activity. Any comments received will be considered by the Corps to
determine whether to issue, modify, condition or deny a permit for the work. To make this decision,
comments are used to assess impacts on endangered species, historic properties, water quality, general
environmental effects, and the other public interest factors listed above. Comments are used in the
preparation of an Environmental Assessment and/or an Environmental Impact Statement pursuant to the
National Environmental Policy Act. Comments are also used to determine the need for a public hearing and to
determine the overall public interest of the activity.

The evaluation of the impact of the activity on the public interest will include application of the guidelines
promulgated by the Administrator, Environmental Protection Agency, under authority of Section 404(b) of the
Clean Water Act. This evaluation will include an alternatives analysis.

ADDITIONAL EVALUATION - The State of Washington is reviewing this work for consistency with the
approved Washington Coastal Zone Management Program and for compliance with the applicable State and
Federal water quality standards pursuant to Section 401 of the Clean Water Act.

This proposal is the subject of Shorelines Substantial Development Permit No. 05-0040LB, being processed by
Pacific County.

COMMENT AND REVIEW PERIOD - Conventional mail or e-mail comments on this public notice will be
accepted and made part of the record and will be considered in determining whether it would be in the public
interest to authorize this proposal. In order to be accepted, e-mail comments must originate from the author’s
e-mail account and must include on the subject line of the e-mail message the permit applicant’s name and
reference number as shown below.
